Articles Relating to the Town of Henniker from the 


Last Will and Testament of Leander A. Cogswell 


TWENTY-SEVENTH: I give, devise and bequeath to said 
town of Henniker a certain lot of land in the village of said 
Henniker located west of and adjacent to the Tucker Free 
Library lot, bounded, measuring and described as follows: 
Beginning at the northwest corner of the premises at the 
intersection of Western Avenue and the High School high- 
way; thence southerly by the east line of said High School 
highway two hundred (200) feet to a bound set in the 
ground; thence easterly by other land of said grantor in a 
straight line parallel with and two hundred (200) feet dis- 
tant from said Western Avenue to a bound set in the ground 
on an extended line of the westerly line of said Library lot; 
thence northerly two hundred (200) feet on said extended 
line by other land of said grantor and by the westerly line 
of said Library lot to said Western Avenue at the northwest 
corner of said Library lot; and thence westerly by said 
Western Avenue to the place of beginning; to be held by 
said town for school purposes and hereafter referred to as 
the “Cogswell School Lot.” 

TWENTY-EIGHTH : I give, devise and bequeath to my exe- 
cutors hereinafter named the sum of One Hundred Twenty-

for the following purposes: 

As soon as is reasonably possible after my decease, my 
said executors shall cause to be erected and equipped upon 
said Cogswell School Lot a suitable fire proof school build- 
ing, making provision therein for an adequate assembly hall 
and for such other rooms and appointments as in the judg- 
ment of my executors may be required to meet the high 
school needs of the town of Henniker, and also to take care 
of such other school grades as may be deemed expedient. 

Said building shall face on said Western Avenue and shall 
be known as the “Cogswell Memorial School” and shall be 
thus properly lettered on its front and exterior face; and to 
some appropriate place in the interior of the building there 
shall be affixed and forever maintained a bronze tablet with 
an inscription thereon setting forth that the building was 
erected in accordance with a legacy given in the will of 
Leander A. Cogswell to Henniker as a token of genuine re- 
gard for his native town. 

Said executors shall expend not less than Seventy-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($75,000.00), and not more than Ninety 
Thousand Dollars ($90,000.00), on account of the construc- 
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tion and equipment of said high school building, and after 
said building shall have been completed and accepted by said 
town of Henniker, my said executors shall pay over to the 
town of Henniker the difference between the amount ex- 
pended for such construction and equipment and said prin- 
cipal sum of One Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($125,000.00), (without accretion on account of any income 
received therefrom during said construction period) to be 
held by said town through its legally constituted trustees, 
in trust safely to invest and reinvest the principal sum so 
received from said executors, and to use the income there- 
from annually for the care and maintenance of said high 
school building so far as may be deemed necessary, and to 
accumulate any unexpended balance for future maintenance 
or improvements, provided, however, that said town or any 
school district in said town shall, notwithstanding the provi- 
sions of this trust, continue hereafter to apply during the 
current year such amount of school money received by them 
from any source for the support and maintenance of the 
public schools of said Henniker or of said high school as 
they would by law be required to expend if this trust had 
not been created.

REPORT OF BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


During the past year, the town has been particularly fortu- 
nate in not having any serious fires. However, chimney 
fires have been numerous and in every case caused by care- 
lessness on the part of the householder The principal 
causes being, not properly cleaned, too many stoves con- 
nected to a small flue, burning rubbish without proper draft 
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and allowing creosote to form from improper regulation of 
dampers. In a few cases, badly constructed, winding or 
bent flues in chimneys have caused fires. 

The question of transportation is still serious and your 
department has to depend on outside sources to get its men 
and apparatus to fires. Other surrounding towns are far 
ahead of Henniker in the matter of equipping its fire depart- 
ments with modern machinery and unless this is remedied, 
in the near future, it will be reflected by a substantial rise 
in insurance rates. 

We would again ask the consideration of the voters, in 
the matter of an increased appropriation for the purchase 
of necessary apparatus to enable it to more thoroughly pro- 
tect your property.

To the School Board and Citizens of Henniker: 

This is my first annual report. It covers less than a full 
‘year of work and observation, as my period of service here 
began on July 15, 1928. 

Thanks to the efforts of my predecessor, Mr. Gaius H. 
Barrett, I found the schools of the district doing very good 
work under capable teachers. The good results of his 
supervision were evident in every schoolroom.

COMMENTs ON Tasie I—STATISTICAL REPORT 

The average percentage of attendance for New Hamp- 
shire as last reported was 94.6. Henniker’s average was 
two points higher than the State average; and only one 
register—that of the village third and fourth grades— 
showed a record lower than the State average. In tardiness, 
however, the State average shows only a little more than 
one per pupil. The High School, and the West Henniker

School each show about twice as many tardinesses as the 
average, and the Hemlock Corner School over six times 
as many. Tardiness cannot well be prevented without the 
co-operation of parents. ‘The home and school should 
work together for the good of the child.” 

The number of visits by parents and other citizens in 
Henniker, reported for the year, was less than in any other 
of the four towns in this supervisory union. One neigh- 
boring district reported over 850 visits during the same 
period, while Henniker’s record shows only 200. Let us 
not be too busy to show our interest in the educational wel- 
fare of our children by an occasional visit to a school while 
in session. The latch-string of every schoolroom is out 
daily, and visitors are gladly welcomed. 

ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST 

This year the School Board has seen fit to reopen the 
Quaker Street School, which has been closed for several. 
years. Eight pupils are now enrolled in this school. 

Henniker is greatly indebted to the late Leander Cogswell 
for many demonstrations of his interest in town and school 
affairs. We should be especially grateful for the very 
generous gift of a fund to be used for the erection of a new 
high school building, and the land on which the building is 
to be erected. Careful thought and planning must be given 
to the construction of such a building, in order that the 
needs of the future as well as the present shall be adequately 
met. 


Special emphasis is being placed this year by the teachers 
upon instruction in the most fundamental of all studies— 
reading. By means of standard tests and special study of 
individual cases, as well as vocabulary drills and the use of 
various practice devices, an earnest effort is being made to 
build a suitable foundation of reading ability, without which 
progress in other subjects cannot be made. Promotion 
from one grade to the next depends largely upon ability to 
read with understanding; and success in high school studies 
is almost impossible without reading skill. 


Music is another subject, the value of which is increas- 
ingly being realized in America. By resolution of the De- 
partment of Superintendents of the National Education 
Association, it is recommended that music be given a place 
in the curriculum equivalent to that now occupied by other 
common school subjects. Many cities and towns, and some 
smaller communities, now have their instrumental classes, 
orchestras, and bands; and state-wide musical contests are 
becoming quite common. New Hampshire music supervisors 
have voted to undertake the project of an all-state orchestra, 
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to play at the next meeting of the State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. The growing enthusiasm for this ancient and modern 
art is being felt in our local schools. A student music 
supervisor from Keene Normal spends one day a week in 
Henniker; a beginners’ violin class has been organized; and 
definite progress in the development of skill in note-reading,. 
part-singing, and music appreciation is being made. 

Training in the habits of good citizenship occupies a large 
place in the thinking of the conscientious teacher. In this 
connection, a Student Council, a project in practical self- 
government, has been instituted and is working out with 
much success and benefit to those participating in it. A 
medal, the gift of the New Hampshire organization of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, is also to be given in June 
to the best citizen in the eighth grade, as chosen by class- 
mates and teachers. 

In conclusion, grateful mention should be made of the 
faithfulness and loyalty of each teacher, which is making 
the work of the schools during the current year so uniformly 
successful and thorough.
